Artillery duel in Beirut kills 13 people 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — Shellfire hit Beirut’s airport Sunday, and radio 
reports said the home of the U.S. ambassador was struck during fierce duels 
between Syrian gunners and Christian army units. Police reported 13 people 
were killed. 

Thunderous explosions rocked Beirut in what authorities called the heaviest 
arullery duel since renewed fighting in the 14-year-old civil war erupted 
March 8. 

Syrian and allied Druse gunners poured more than 8,000 rounds, at a rate of 
up to 100 per minute, on east Beirut and the Christian suburbs northeast of the 
city in 24 hours, a police spokesman said. 

Christian soldiers of army commander Gen. Michel Aoun struck back with 
155mm howitzers, firing at least 3,000 rounds on Syrian positions in Moslem 
west Beirut, the central mountains and east Lebanon’s Bekaa valley, the 
spokesman said. : 

He said Christian gunners also blasted the Beirut-Damascus highway in the 
mountainous Dahr al-Baidar region in an apparent bid to block the way of 
Syrian tanks poised to roll into Beirut. 

The spokesman said eight people were killed and 20 wounded in the Chris- 
tian side and five killed and seven wounded in Moslem west Beirut. The 
confrontation has exacerbated a political crisis that created competing Chris- 
tian and Moslem governments and split the army on sectarian lines. 


Court decision could alter Utah tax law 


SALT LAKE CITY — A state tax official says a U.S. Supreme Court 
decision last week could force changes in Utah’s law providing different 
income tax treatment for federal and state pension income. 

The high court, on an 8-1 vote, struck down a Michigan law permitting 
taxation of federal pension income, but exempting retirement benefits for 
state and local government workers. “It appears Utah is doing much the same 
thing as Michigan, so there are perhaps changes ahead in the tax law for this 
state,” said Hal Hansen, Utah Tax Commission chairman. 

Under the Michigan law, federal pensioners faced the same state tax liabil- 
ity as private industry retirees. They are allowed a deduction of up to $7,500 in 
retirement income from state taxes. But there is no taxation applied to state 
and local government retirement income. 

The Michigan law “violates principles of intergovernmental tax immunity 
by favoring retired state and local government employees over retired federal 
employees,” Justice Anthony M. Kennedy wrote for the court majority. 


Exxon Valdez captain admits to drinking 


VALDEZ, Alaska — The captain of the Exxon Valdez admitted drinking on 
board the tanker before it rammed.a reef, investigators allege. 

When the first investigator on the scene of the nation’s worst-ever oil spill 
_ boarded the vessel and asked Capt. Joseph Hazelwood what the problem was, 
he replied, “I think you're looking at it,” according to court documents. 

The documents were filed in support of an arrest warrant issued for the 
captain Friday on state misdemeanor charges of operating a ship while under 
the influence of alcohol, reckless endangerment and negligent discharge of oil. 

Hazelwood remained at large Sunday as investigators continued to look for- 
the cause of the spill, which now covers an area the size of Rhode Island. 

The animal-rescue effort quickened as authorities kept an eye on a plume of 
oil headed for salmon fisheries and a national park more than 100 miles 
southwest of the accident site in once-pristine Prince William Sound. 

Scientists and fishermen brought in oil-smeared otters in everything from 
airline dog cages to boxes hurriedly hammered together from plywood and 
chicken wire. 

A refrigerated trailer truck served as a morgue for dead otters and birds. 


Haiti soldiers foil military coup attempt 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — Shooting broke out early Sunday near the 
presidential palace, and a source close to the government said loyal soldiers 
had foiled an attempt to overthrow the government of Lt. Gen. Prosper Avril. 

A few hours earlier, sources in Haiti said military commanders had ousted 
the 6-month-old government. It would have been the third coup in this 
Caribbean country in less than a year. There was no way to immediately 
confirm any of the reports, which came four days after four top army officers 
were discharged after being accused of drug trafficking.

Fusion experiments 
help focus attention 
on research in Utah

SALT LAKE CITY — Just as the 
first implant of an artificial heart did 
seven years ago, the claim of con- 
trolled nuclear fusion at the Univer- 
sity of Utah has focused attention on 
the state’s premier research center. 

But this time, perhaps mindful of 
the faded promise of the mechanical 
heart, Utah’s politicians and educa- 
tors are sparing no effort to ensure 
the state remains a front-runner in, as 
one put it, “the cold fusion game.” 

The parallels between develop- 
ment of the artificial heart and nu- 
clear fusion aren’t lost on university 
President Chase Peterson, who 
chaired the institution’s medical 
school when surgeon William De- 
Vries first implanted the plastic and 
metal pump in a human being in 1982. 

“Once in a blue moon, institutions 
get projects which have some kind of 
enormous significance,” Peterson 
said Friday. “But the artificial heart 
had a one-person impact ... whereas 
feasible fusion would have a planetary 





‘impact. That’s the dimension that’s 


significant.” 

For three decades, thousands of 
scientists have spent millions of dol- 
lars trying to corral what many con- 
sider the most perfect source of en- 
ergy possible, an environmentally 
benign power fueled by “heavy” hy- 
drogen that occurs naturally in water. 

Last week, chemistry professor B. 
Stanley Pons and Martin Fleis- 
chmann, of the University of South- 
hampton in England, announced they 
had achieved sustained, controlled 
nuclear fusion in a simple experiment 
conceived during a hike in the moun- 
tains and first tested in Pons’ kitchen. 

But even after months of research, 
neither Pons nor Fleischmann can say 
exactly why their process — a glass 
flask with a palladium rod and plat- 
inum cylinder immersed in a solution 
of deuterium oxide — produces four 
times the energy applied by an elec- 
trical current. 


Large percentage 
of inmates rearrested

WASHINGTON — Nearly 63 per- 
cent of the inmates released from 
state prisons are rearrested for a seri- 
ous crime within 3 years, according to 
aJustice Department study. 

The department’s Bureau of Jus- 
tice Statistics examined the criminal 
records of more than 16,000 men and 
women who were among 109,000 of- 
fenders released from the prisons of 
11 states in 1983. 

It found that by the end of 1986, 
about 62.5 percent of the former in- 


omates had’ -been rearrested. for a” 
‘felony or serious niisdeé! ‘the 
~ 47 percent’ had been convicted!’ of a 





new crime and that 41 percent had 
been sent back to prison or jail. 

Acting Bureau Director Joseph M. 
Bessette said the report, released 
late Sunday, represented “the most 
comprehensive and detailed ... recidi- 
vism study ever conducted.” 

It tracked the records of people re- 
leased from prisons in California, 
Florida, Illinois, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Oregon and Texas. 

According to projections from the 
sample — with a margin of error of 
plus or minus 1 percent — about 
68,000 of the 109,000 people released 
in those states were rearrested 
within 3 years and charged with 
326,000 new crimes, including 2,300 
homicides, 17,000 robberies, 36,000 
burglaries and 46,000 drug offenses. 

Before their 1983 release, the in- 
mates averaged more than 12 crimi- 
nal charges each, and almost two- 
thirds had served previous jail or 
prison sentences. The bureau esti- 


‘mated that the prisoners released in 


the 11 states — representing more 
than half of those released nationwide 
— had been charged with a total of 1.7 
million serious crimes throughout 
their lifetimes. About 265,000 of 


_ those were violent crimes. 


Recidivism rates were highest for 
young prisoners and those with ex- 
tensive prior records. An estimated 
68 percent of those younger than 25 at 
the time of their release were rear- 
rested within 3 years, compared to 40 
percent for those 45 or older. Almost 
79 percent of the former inmates with 
11 or more previous arrests were re- 
arrested, compared to 38 percent for 
first-time offenders.
